Tha buahaa war* counted , a .few 
fears ago and it waa found that ap- 
proximately 400 of them were orer 
six faet high. Their growth la alow 
so .that one year would make hardly 
any perceptible difference in their 
looks, a few of tha buabaa are of 
the dwarf variety, but the majority 
oT them are not, and It la thee* 
larger specimena which are worth 
about fifteen hundrad dollars apiece. 

Besides these. box tree* which are 
distinctive - enough" to stand ' ln~ a 
clasa by themselves, there are many 
other unusual varieties of trees aur- 
Sweat Briar house which 
planted by Mr. Wllliama.

Wl.il.- In 
Angelea ho 'played at tha Tally'a 
Theatre, using' a large fourmanual 
organ which waa at, that time one 
tho largest theatre organa in he 
country. . 

For the past Aye years, Mr. Mar- 
tin has been at Sweet Briar, where 
la orajrnbt snd teacher of piano 
and organ.
